latter case, at least, fa the rs often 
pay u nwillingly and u nless some one 
interested in the child, able ti 
an attorney comes to the rescu e it 
is lik ely not to receive the su pport 
to which it i* entitled. 
As 
every one k nows, the 
most 
pathetic and tragic featu re of d i­ 
vorces is the sepa ration of children 
from one or the othe r parent and 
the break ing u p of their home. 
There 
are exceptions, of cou rse, n^ when 
tin* rearing of them, bu t. ordinarily, 
children su ffer a loss that is never 
made u p when they a rc deprived of 
a parent by divorce— practically the 
same loss tha t is cau sed by death. 
The showing by Ju dge W eir that one 
featu re of this loss, namely, finan­ 
cial su pport, might be saved t«> them 
if the law granted 
the 
cou rt more 
say by the establishm ent of a board 
or tribu nal whose bu siness wou ld be 
to 
so*» that each decree was fu lly 
enforced, 
su ggests 
an 
opportu nity 
for practical legislation. The ju venile 
cou rt ha'« a certain au thority over 
the parents of delinqu ent children, 
as well as over the children them ­ 
selves; a divorce cou rt shou ld have 
sim ilar and continu ed control over 
the children involved in its cases, with 
incidental au thority over 
the 
pa r ­ 
ents. 
It is a m a tter of concern for the 
pu blic. 
If 
childless 
hu sbands 
and 
wives wish to break their m atrim on­ 
ial bo nds, that is their own affair, bu t 
when there a rc children tlie case is 
different. 
Su ch children may, and 
often do. become pu blic charges and 
it is only right that every legal pre ­ 
cau tion possible shou ld be tak en to 
present this. 
The cou rt that m ak es 
sem iorphans shou ld have some

­ 
pervision over their fu tu re.— Ind ia n­ 
apolis Star.

St. Paul, Minn.—While the capital­ 
ists of the country have patronizingly 
advised young persons to “ save their 
pennies and b e rich some day,” the 
prisoners a t Stillw ater 
penitentiary ; 
have b een b iding their time, hoarding 
their small earnings until many 
of 
them have sums ranging front $1,000 
to $1,500 to their individual credit, ac­ 
cording to the report of a visit to the j 
institution made b y J. R 
Swann, a 
memb er, and J. C. Matchitt. secretary 
of the state b oard of visitors. The re­ 
port was sub m itted to Governor Eb er- 
hart. 
The report does not say how long 
these particular prisoners have b een 
confined in the penitentiary, b ut some 
light is thrown on their saving ab ility 
b y the following paragraph from the 
report: 
"In Decemb er, 19 11, the 56 
men 
employed in the farm machinery divi­ 
sion received an average pay of $4.85 
a man; the 205 men in the shoe factory 
j 
received an average for the month of 
$4.03 a man; the 114 men tn the sup­ 
port division (cooks, waiters, b arb ers, 
e tc ) received an average of 
$4 .6 3 
each." 
Taking up the suggestion of Govern­ 
or Eb erhart that som e means b e pro­ 
vided for state aid to families left in 
need b y prisoners committed to w ork­ 
houses and the s ta te prison, the re­ 
port, referring only to the latter, says 
that “b ut five per cent, of the men 
in state prison 
have families they 
have left fn need of state aid.” 
“This Is b ecause the prisoners as a 
whole are men of roving characters, 
who have no settled home and who, 
accordingly, have no one dependent 
upon them. 
“In this connection," the report con­ 
tinues. “a law enacted in 19 09 is of 
special interest. 
It provides for state 
aid for dependent families of men in 
the state prison. Fam ilies are now' b e­ 
ing paid as high as $15 a month under 
this humane 19 09 law." 
Commenting on the recently e stab ­ 
lished prison for the criminal insane 
a t St. Peter, the report says there are 
ten 
prisoners 
at 
Stillwater so a d ­ 
vanced in insanity they are unab le to 
do work, while there are thirty others 
who are ab le to work part of the time. 
Then it adds: 
“It is doub tless tr ue that there are a 
sufficient num b er of criminal insane 
at Stillwater and other state institu­ 
tions to fill completely* another such 
b uilding as now houses this class of 
unfortunates a t St. Peter." 
Conditions, 
from 
a 
sanitary 
and 
cleanly standpoint, are ex cellent at 
the institution, the report says, add­ 
ing: 
“In spite of the fact that the b uild­ 
ings and general plant are old and out 
of date, the b est Is m ade of every dis­ 
advantage—a fact that has given W a r­ 
den Wolfer for m any years the repu­ 
tation of b eing unex celled.”

Welch, W. Va., March 27.—Summing 
up the fatalities resulting from an ex­ 
plosion of gas at the Fnited States 
Coal and Coke company's mine at Jed, 
three miles from here, eightv-two min­ 
ers are known to he dead, six bodies 
have been recovered and fifteen more 
located. 
Thirteen 
men miraculous 
ly escaped 
There were ainety-flvf* 
men known to be in the mine when 
the explosion occurred. 
Following the explosion afterdamp 
pervaded the entire workings, and it 
was impossible for any immediate res 
cue work to be begun. 
Because of 
the deadly afterdamp, in which no 
human being can live for an instant, 
it was impossible for the rescuers to 
get further than a few hundred feet 
from the opening. 
The Jed mine employed in all about 
150 men, both whites and negroes, who 
with their families, comprised prac­ 
tically the entire population of Jed.

Eighty-Three Years. 
New York. March 27.—In his own 
defense John E. Parsons, the aged 
lawyer and one of those whom the gov­ 
ernment has charged with the crime 
of conspiracy under the criminal sec­ 
tion of the Sherman law in connection 
with the Segal loan of the sugar trust, 
took the stand at the trial in the Unit­ 
ed States district court. 
Herbert Par­ 
sons was also a witness called by the 
defense, and the interesting spectacle 
was presented of father following son 
on the stand. 
With a voice that sounded very 
clearly throughout the oourtroom, Mr. 
Parsons, 
sr., 
described the 
charge 
against him In the indictment as being 
a conspirator as being absolutely with­ 
out foundation. 
It has been the con­ 
tention of the government throughout 
the case that with H. O. Havemeyer 
and Gustave E. Kissel both dead. Mr. 
Parsons is the chief surviviug actor 
in the alleged conspiracy, and there­ 
fore it is likely that at the close of his 
direct testimony he will be subjected 
to a severe cross-examination. 
Mr. 
Parsons impressed everyone as being 
ready to cross swords with the best of 
cross examiners 
despite 
his 
eighty- 
three years. 
His memory did not ap­ 
pear to falter.
